 Establish a Program Management Office at WRNMMCB to 
coordinate pathology results, contract administration, and 
quality assurance and control of DoD second opinion 
consults worldwide;

 Relocate all non-tertiary (primary and specialty) patient care 
functions to a new community hospital at Fort Belvoir, VA.
